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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Claims 1-3 objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, it is unclear what portion of the specification refers to the "cured sealing 
compound" of Furthermore, it is unclear what figure in the drawings show an RF coil and 
gradient coil within a compound. 

In claim 1, line 7, "holding elements" should be "holding segments. 

In claim 1, line 5, the term "said" should be omitted. 

In claim 1, line 11; claim 2, line 2, and claim 3 line 2, "two receiving elements" should be 
"two actuator receiving elements". 

In claim 1, line 10, "sealing compound" should be "cured sealing compound". 
In claim 3, line 2, "fastening" should be "fastening segment". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Antecedent basis for the phrase "cured" as used in the claim language. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "RF coil" and "gradient coil" 
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being carried by the sealing compound" as set forth in the claims, must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.
